These  experiments  have  been 
very  successful,  and  through  this  catalogue,  I  now  offer  them  to  gardeners  and  flower  lovers  through¬ 
out  the  world.

Dahlia  Culture 

Dahlias  will  grow  in  most  soils,  but  thrive  best  in  sunny  locations.  Prepare  soil  in  the  fall,  if  possible,  by 
spading  deeply  and  leaving  the  surface  rough.  If  soil  is  inclined  to  be  thin  or  sandy,  work  in  barnyard 
or  other  fertilizers  such  as  leaves,  etc.  Spade  again  in  spring.  Plant  bulbs  from  February  15  to  April  1. 

In  planting  dig  holes  12  to  18  inches  deep,  refilling  to  within  6  inches  of  the  surface.  If  drainage  is 
poor  mix  in  a  shovel  of  sand  or  wood  ashes  with  loose  soil  at  the  bottom  of  hole.  NEVER  USE  FERTI¬ 
LIZER  AT  TIME  OF  PLANTING.  Lay  tuber  in  bottom  of  hole,  eye-side  up,  cover  with  3  inches  of  soil; 
fill  in  remainder  of  hole  as  plant  matures.  Water  only  moderately  until  flower  buds  appear.  When 
first  shoot  is  6  inches  out  of  ground,  nip  out  the  center.  This  will  cause  branching  close  to  the  ground. 
Plants  treated  in  this  manner  do  not  require  staking.  Disbud  each  sprout  to  a  single  bud,  and  when  cut¬ 
ting  blooms,  cut  almost  to  the  base,  leai  ing  only  two  side  buds. 


Dahlias  for  Cutting 

All  Dahlias  listed  in  this  catalogue  have  proven  to  be  excellent  keepers  when  cut.  They  will  keep 
for  several  days  if  prepared  properly.  Cut  in  morning ;  stems  should  be  dipped  at  least  3  inches  in  boiling 
water  for  at  least  three  to  five  minutes;  then  remove  and  plunge  stems  as  deeply  as  possible  into  cold 
water,  and  set  flowers  in  a  reasonably  cool  room.  .  During  the  past  summer  the  new  variety,  Henderson’s 
White,  was  cut  and  placed  in  a  cool  room,  and  the  blooms  kept  in  excellent  condition  for  10  days.  This

Gladiolus 

I  have  been  deeply  interested  in  the  improvement  of  gladiolus  for  many  years,  and  have  spared 
no  expense  in  testing  many  of  the  newer  varieties  offered.  During  my  stay  in  Santa  Rosa  I  tested 
innumerable  varieties,  from  all  sections  of  the  globe.  This,  coupled  with  the  opportunities  for  watch¬ 
ing  Luther  Burbank’s  work  on  the  gladiolus,  has  given  me  a  full  knowledge  of  the  "ideal”  gladiolus. 

While  in  Santa  Rosa  I  started  the  experiment  which  later  produced  the  fragrant  gladiolus,  and 
imported  stock  directly  from  the  wild  regions  in  South  Africa  for  the  purpose.  The  experiment  re¬ 
sulted  in  the  introduction  of  three  new  fragrant  gladiolus  last  year. 

NOTE — Orders  from  the  east  should  reach  us  before  February  1st,  as  our  planting  season  starts  at  that 
time.

For  the  past  eight  years  1  have  been  hybridizing  a  large  number  of  rose  varieties  in  cm  effort 
not  only  to  increase  the  number  of  color  combinations,  but  also  to  enlarge  the  flowers,  develop 
disease  resistance,  and  intensify  fragrance. 

The  following  new  roses  represent  the  latest  developments  produced  by  these  experiments.  The 
ideals  which  Burbank  had  in  mind  for  the  improvement  of  the  rose  are  being  carried  out  as  rapidly 
as  space  and  time  will  permit. 

CULTURE:  The  rose  is  known  as  the  queen  of  flowers.  The  highly  improved  forms  noxv  on 

the  market  are  essentially  flower  garden  subjects.  They  produce  better  blooms  when  grown  by  them¬ 
selves  in  regular  areas  or  beds  where  they  receive  treatment  and  care  especially  suited  to  their  needs. 
Roses  should  be  given  plenty  of  room,  good  soil  and  liberal  fertilizing. 

Roses  should  never  be  deeply  cultivated  as  the  feeding  roots  arc  close  to  the  surface  and  are  apt 
to  be  injured.  Beds  should  be  made  rich  and  loose  before  planting,  and  spading  in  later  years  should 
be  done  only  in  winter  months,  never  too  deeply  or  too  close  to  the  plant.  A  top  dressing  of  barn¬ 
yard  fertilizer  should  be  used  during  the  winter  and  lightly  forked  in  the  following  spring. 

Wood  ashes  applied  several  times  a  year  are  beneficial  as  a  mildew  preventive.  The  following 
formula  is  a  good  commercial  fertilizer:  3  parts  superphosphate,  1  part  nitrate  of  soda.  Apply  2 
trowels  full  every  2  weeks.  Use  4  months  of  the  year ;  in  spring  2  months,  and  September  and 
October.  Prune  J anuary-February,  while  plants  are  dormant. 

N.  B.:  Roses  often  die  of  starvation,  but  seldom  from  indigestion.

Iris  Varieties 

I  am  at  the  present  time  testing  some  ten  thousand  varieties  of  iris  in  my  Experimental  Gardens. 
Hundreds  of  crosses  are  made  each  year  in  an  effort  to  improve  this  remarkable  flower.  I  am  intro¬ 
ducing  this  year  the  first  variety  to  be  offered  as  my  own  origination  "Indian  Gold". 


CULTURAL  DIRECTIONS:  Most  important  requisites  for  Bearded  Iris  are  good  drainage  and  sun¬ 
shine.  Iris  planted  in  deep  shade  produces  foliage  only.  Good  loam  soil,  moderately  rich  is  preferable, 
but  it  will  grow  in  any  non-acid  soil.  If  the  drainage  is  poor,  the  bed  should  be  raised.  In  heavy 
soils,  a  little  lime  or  wood  ashes  is  beneficial  in  producing  better  drainage  and  also  in  preventing  the 
ground  from  becoming  sour.  If  the  soil  is  sandy  or  light,  a  small  amount  of  bone  meal  is  the  best 
fertilizer. 

The  best  time  for  moving  Iris  is  in  their  dormant  season,  which  is  after  blooming  until  late  fall 
( June-November) .  If  the  rhizomes  appear  dry  on  arrival,  do  not  be  alarmed  as  these  plants  are  very 
drought-resistant.  Plant  as  soon  as  possible.  The  top  of  the  rhizome  should  be  left  exposed  to  the 
sun.  Water  every  two  weeks,  but  do  not  keep  wet  as  root  rot  may  set  in  and  destroy  the  bulb. 
Divide  clumps  every  3  or  4  years  to  prevent  crowding,  and  to  insure  supply  of  large  flowers.
